There is a very evident belief in many quarters that 
“‘officialdom’’ is making it so tough for potential deve- 
lopers that the town may not grow nearly as rapidly as 
forecast during the last couple years. 

As we all know, predictions of Andover’s growth have 
indicated a rapid increase in the number of new homes 
and families — based in large part on the completion of 
new highways. There had been a belief that hundreds of 
homes would be constructed, and rather easily sold, just 
as soon as Route 93 provided easy access to Boston, and 
that more would be built and sold when Route 110 came 
through. 

We have heard many persons express the opinion re- 
cently, however, that this growth may not take place if 
the town government keeps finding new ways to place 
restrictions — mostly financial — on the developers. These 
people base their opinions on the grounds that a developer 
won’t spend more in developing the land than it is possi- 
ble to pass along to the purchaser. And if the town finds 
new ways to add to the cost of development, beyond the 
cost of building the house, then developers will simply 
by-pass the town. 

This probably is good news to some, and bad to others. 
But we are somewhat concerned with the possible reper- 
cusions in the industrial field. Is it not possible for 
business to gain the impression, from the town’s activi- 
ties in the residential field, that industry would be sub- 
jected to increasing restrictions that would make life 
untenable here? May we not be in the peculiar position of 
slowing down the residential construction, only to find 
that this cuts down industrial growth, which is needed? 

This possibility should be carefully weighed, before 
we embark on any new restrictive policies. 

Let's not be in the position of Supporting an Industrial 
and Development Commission to gain new industry, while 
at the same time making it nearly impossible for that body 
to operate successfully. 


Anyone Want To Be Shot? 


Each year at this time there are scattered complaints 
about hunters firing guns too close to houses and roads. 

The people who complain are more than justified — for 
one doesn’t like to be in danger of being shot, 

The problem is difficult of solution, because hunting is 
allowed in the town, subject to the usual restrictions on 
distance, 

The opponents of hunting want it banned altogether — 
this, they say, would once and for all eliminate the 
hazard, At least the police could then keep all hunters 
out, not wait to catch one shooting in the wrong area, 

Naturally the hunters object to the outright ban. They 
claim a few hunters are giving them all a bad name — and 
this probably is very true. Most of the violations are 
credited to persons from out of town, who don’t know the 
area very well. They simply don’t realize that new houses 
have sprung up in-areas that, last year, were good, open 
hunting territory. And of course some are just careless, 
caring more for shooting at game than anything else. But 
by far the majority are careful, conscientious citizens who 
wish to obey the hunting laws fully. 

That’s why it is a tough decision — whether to ban all 
hunting or to try to continue enforcing existing regula- 
tions. Anyone who has had bird shot spatter around him 
probably feels strongly for clasing the town to all hunting 
— but the hunters, as citizens, also have some rights to 
enjoy their hobby, as long as it is done legally, 


Revision Of Qualifications 


Last week in this space we commented on the division 
of opinion that exists in the School Committee as to the 
members’ responsibilities — whether they should handle 
the administrative and business policies only; or whether 
the Committee should delve into and make policies about 
the academic operations of the schools. One school of 
thought believes this is better left to the professional 
persons hired by the Committee, receiving reports from 
time to time for informative purposes only. 

This cleavage of opinion is deep, and not easily re- 
solved. 

And it brings up the question of qualifications for mem- 
bership on the Board, . . .a matter the voters can decide 
in March. 

For it seems obvious that if the Board itself is to set
